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THE SHARP DECLINE IN LINSEED 
OIL. 

A decline of five cents per gallon in 
the price of linseed oil is such an unu- 
sual circumstance as to excite the live- 
liest curiosity as to its cause. When 
a drop like this occurs in the face 
of such unusual efforts to keep the 
market on a steady basis, as have been 
put forth of late, the trade is particu- 
larly anxious to learn the reason why 
it has been found expedient by the 
powers that be to make such a very 
decided change in quotations. We

oe have been at some pains to inform our 


readers as to the causés that have 
brought about this sudden and, appa- 
rently, generally unexpected change; 
but if we accept the explanation gen- 
erally given, we should content our- 
selves with the statement that it was 


7: wholly the result of the steady and 


considerable decline in the price of 
seed. While that would probably fur- 
nish a good, and so far as it goes, true 
reason for the drop in the price of oil, 
there are other and equally potent 
reasons why such a decline was con- 
sidered to be expedient, at the heighth 
of the consuming season, by those who 
have almost a controlling interest in 
the market. 

All sorts of reasons are advanced to 
account for the decline, that most fre- 
quently urged being the steady reduc- 
tion in the cost of seed, but as above 
intimated there were other and equally 
weighty causes why the price of oil 
should be reduced, and among these 
probably the most important is the 
fact that the crushers’ agreement was 
not sufficiently binding to prevent the 
cutting of prices by some of the par- 
ties to it, and certainly not strong 
evough to keep jobbers with a large 
stuck of cheap oil on hand in line with 
the crushers’ action. 
has been a good deal of this cheap oil 
in stock with jobbers and the efforts 
of the latter to dispose of it, together 
with the aggressive competition of out. 
side makers, has given the crushers 
who were parties to the agreement to 
maintain prices, so much trouble, that 
they were forced to take advantage of 
the opportunity offered by the decline 
in seed to make a large reduction in 
the price of oil. They were thus en- 
abled to administer a severe repri- 
maud to the cutters and at thesame 
time get credit for having brought the 
price of oil into closer juxtaposition 
with the cost of production. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful, however, if sucha 
large reductionin oil quotations would 
have been found necessary had the 
cutters not been so active of late.

TO POPULARIZE BUCKEYE PETRO- 
LEUM CERTIFICATES. 


The prcducers in the Ohio petroleum 
fields having become thoroughly con- 
vinced that the time is about ripe for 
a movement to establish a petroleum 
exchange at which Buckeye certifi- 
cates shall be the principal securities, 
have caused the announcement to be 
made that such an exchange will be 
organized and opened for business in 
the city of Lima in September next. 
It will be remembered that the issu- 
ance of Buckeye certificates was advo- 
cated by the REPORTER in April of 
last year, and the plan of dealing in 
both classes of certificates, represent: 
ing distinct grades of oil, shown to be 
entirely feasible and practicable. This 
was long before the subject was seri- 
ously discussed on the several ex- 
changes. Early in the summer, when 
trading became extremely dull, it was 
by many thought that should the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company issue 
certificates, and they be listed on the 
several exchanges, it would lead toa 
revival of speculative interest, as there 
would then be a larger volume of se- 
curities to be dealt in which would 
not be so subject to speculative 
manipulation, there being a general 


The fact is there’ 


impression that as the stocks ofPenn- 
sylvania oil had decreased so largely 
the general public feared such manip- 
ulations, and was the cause of the 
dullness in trading. The subject was 
agitated and the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company petitioned to issue certifi- 
cates by both the local and Western 
exchanges, as well as by prominent 
persons identified with the Ohio oil in- 
terests. The result was a compliance 
with the request, the certificates being 
issued last August. The inauguration 
of this change was believed to be the 
beginning of a new era of prosperity 
on the older exchanges, while it was so 
popular at the West that measures 
were promptly taken to establish ex- 
changes at Lima, Cleveland, Toledo 
and Findlay. Lima, however, was the 
only city at which such an organiza- 
tion was completed and an exchange 
established. Ohio oil had been selling 
at a very low price, and it was by the 
producers believed the establishment 
of an exchange in the center of the 
Ohio development regions, and the 
listing of the certificates on the older 
exchanges, would give such an impe- 
tus to speculation in petroleum certifi- 
cates that the price of the theretofore 
much decried Ohio product would go 
booming upward. The result was dire 
disappointment. Too much was ex- 
pected at the start, and failiuog to 
realize their hopes the Ohio producers 
became discouraged and abandoned 
their exchange project, which had 
never fairly been gotten into working 
order. Now, however, it is believed 
that with the experience gained an 
exchange at Lima can be sustained 
and made successful. The idea that 
the public would rush tothe exchanges 
to buy and sell Buckeye certificates, 
and under which belief the exchange 
at Lima was established, having been 
found to be illusive, more sensible 
ideas will govern the conduct of those 
who have the matter in hand, and 
proper efforts will doubtless be made 
to induce outside operators to invest 
in these securities. At first, however, 
progress in this direction will doubtless 
be slow, but if our Ohio friends take 
the proper course, and show by their 
example the confidence which they 
claim to entertain, success will 
finally be secured. On the older ex- 
changes it is hoped that trading on 
the new exchange will direct the at- 
tention of the public to the Buckeye 
certificates and that a revival of specu- 
lative activity may be brought about 


through them. 
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DYE 00D PROBABILITIEs. 


The increasing demand for anilines 
during the past few years has been a 
subject of comment in the trade, and 
the prosperous condition of this indus- 
try is apparent to any one having oc- 
casion to visit the warehouses of our 
large dealers. By some it is supposed 
this industry has been entirely built 
up at the expense of the dyewood 
business. While this may be sotoa 
certain extent, the fact that the util- 
ization of the natural woods and veg- 
etable products of our own country is 
being considered by parties represent- 
ing large interests in this line on the 
other side, with the idea of establishing 
an extensive plant here, is evidence 
that the uses for this class of dyes 
is still in favor for certain purposes. 
The great majority of the basic pro- 
ducts have heretofore been imported, 
and the dyewood industry has, in a 
measure, been hampered, not only by 
the expense of transportation from the 
source of supply, but also from the un- 
til recently imposed duty. The recent 
changes in the tariff have proven ben- 
eficial to the natural dyestuffs interest 
in that the duty on stickwood has 
been taken off, while it has been in- 
creased slightly on the extracts, so 
that the business is in better con- 
dition to compete with the coal tar 
colors, which have . threatened to 
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crowd out all the older dyestuffs, and 
if the investigations which have been 
begun toward finding suitable sources 
of permanent and brilliant dyes in 
this country should prove successful 
vegetable dyes may still hold

BETTER PRICES FOR 
GLASS. 


The principal jobbers in window 
glass, more particularly these of the 
west, had a conference in Chicago last 
week with a committee from the man- 
ufacturers’ association, the result of 
which was that the former have 
agreed to adhere to the manufacturers 
quotations hereafter. A clear idea of 
the position the jobbers have ussumed 
is given in the following reso- 
lutions which were adopted at the 
meeting above referred to; 

Resolved, That the jobbers agree and hereby 
pledge themselves to maintain the extreme 
price of 8) and 19% discount on window glass 
in car lots (as fixed by the Manufacturers’ 
Association) and in less than car lote 80 and 5s 
discount, Chicago jobbers to have the privi- 
lege of selling at 80 and 10% discount in any 
quantity, if the glass is for use in Chicago. 
This to go into effect at once. 

Resolved, That all jobbers at once withdraw 
quotations heretofore made at better prices 
than agreed upon to-day, and notify their 
customers to that effect. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this Associg- 
tion [the Window Glass Jobbers’ Association] , 
to notify all jobbers of window glass west of 
the Alleghanies to attend the meeting of the ~ 
Manufacturers’ Association, to be held at the 
Auditorium Hotel on Tuesday, June 16, 1801, 

This action of the jobbers removes 
one of the most active causes of the 
recent demoralization of the window 
glass industry. The Western jobbers 
having a liberal supply of cheap glass 
on hand,have been carryingon a sharp 
competitive warfare, the result of 
which has been to reduce prices to an 
extremely low point and baffle the 
efforts of the manufacturers to place 
the business on a profitable footing. 
Now that their stocks are pretty well 
run down, and the limited condition 
of suppliesin manufacturers’ hands, 
taken in connection with the near ap- 
proach of the period for the closing of 
all factories for the summer,makes the 
prospect of replenishing stocks at rea~ 
sonable figures extremely dubious, the 
jobbers are willing to come toterms 
among themselves and agree to help 
put the market in better shape. It is 
probable that the manufacturers will 
now findit expedient to make a fur- 
ther advance in quotations, and it is 
equaliy probable that the jobbers will 
make up their prices again to corres— 


pond. 
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MERCHANDISE BY MAIL. 


Surprise was expressed a day or two 
since by a well-informed merchant 
when it was suggested that a parcel, 
which he proposed to send by express © 
at an extravagant cost for transporta- 
tion, could be sent as safely, far more : 
expeditiously, and at about half the 
expense, by parcel post. On inquiry * 
it was found that the fact of sucha 
system existing was not generally 
known, and, in fact, very few were 
found to be aware that dutiable goods 
could be shipped by post. The use of 
the system, however, is extending, and 
as’ it will doubtless vbecome ‘popular 
with all merchants who deal with the “ 
countries with which we have parcel 
post conventions afew facts about the 
systein will doubtless prove acceptable . 
to our readers. Among the -advanta- 
ges of the system are the large size - 
of the packages which can be sent, the ° 
fact that dutiable merchandise may bé 
sent subject to duty without confisca- | 
tion, and the security of the parcels by | 
means of receipts given at the mailing . 
office. The matter subject to parcels 
post is all merchandise which is not» 
forbidden transmission through the _ 
mails, and the charge. is only. 
twelve cents per pound or fractions 








rates. of merchandise postage in 
United States, but there is an ad- 
tional charge of five cents which is 
collected on each parcel when de- 
livered, and one cent additional for 
each four ounces in excess of one 
pound. The dimensions of parcels 
post packages are two feet for the 
greatest length and four feet for the 
greatest girth to Mexico, and three 
feet six inches for the greatest length 
and six feet for length and girth com- 
bined to other countries with which 
we have conventions. The maximum 
weight for all countries is eleven 
pounds. The regulations regarding 
the collection of duties are simple, and 
can be learned at the post offices. It 
is necessary to carry parcel post pack- 
ages to the mailing post office in any 
event in order to obtain a certificate 
of mailing. A return receipt may be 
obtained by the payment of an extra 
fee of five cents, in the case of pack- 
ages for Jamaica, Barbadoes, the Ba- 
hama Islands and British Honduras, 
but the certificate of mailing is 
given without extra charge for 
packages to all parcels post 
countries. Packages under this system 
can also be registered for ten cents 
under the regular registry system, and 
in this case there is no extra charge 
for the return receipt. Packages are 
to bear the words ‘Parcels 
the upper left hand corner, 
the name and address of the 
. Letters are not allowed to be 
uded in parcels of this sort, nor 
interior parcels intended for delivery 
at an address other than that borne by 
the parcel itself. 

It is obvious that the small charge 
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post system a cheap and convenient 
one for sending small articles of mer- 
chandise to foreign countries. The 
Postmaster-General may, by making 


in extending trade with the South 
American countries. He has power 
to make parcels post conventions 
and the necessary regulation, 
without submitting them to the Sen- 
ate for ratification. Conventions al- 
ready exist with Jamaica, Barbadoes, 
the Bahama Islands, British Honduras, 
Nexico, the Sandwich Islands,the Lee- 
ward Islands, the Republic of Colum- 
bia, Salvador, Costa Rica, and the 
Danish West Indies (St. Thomas, St 
Croix and St. John). Thus far the 
European countries have shown little 
disposition to make these conventions. 
No convention exists as yet with Bra- 
zil, but the Postmaster-General has 


inaugurated negotiations for a parcels 
post convention with that country.

Nothing definite could te 
obtained bearing on the question of the prob- 
able quantity of guano in sight, but the im- 
pression is that the supply cannot be exhaust- 
ed for many years.

The regu- 
lar ticket was elected throughout, which com- 
prises Evan Thomas for president, Thomas P.

C. D. Miller (who received the highest vote), 
Charles Coster, William Hamilton, F. F. Lock- 
wood, E. H. Outerbridge (vote 598 against 348 
for E. D. Neustadt) and Henry McGee. The 
inspectors of election chosen were K. 8. 
Brewster, A. L. Holmes, Robert F. Martin, 
Alex. Edson, Samuel Goodhue, 8. C. Newman. 


The three-masted schooner Earl P. Mason, 
Captain Nickerson, now loading with Jumber 
at Brunswick, Ga. hasa unique record, with- 
out doubt unmatched by any other coastwise 
vessel in the United States. This vessel is a 
familiar one in Southern waters, having car- 
ried no less than thirty-two cargoes of cotton- 
seed oil from the city of New Orleans to the 
city of Providence, R. I., for the Union Oil 
Company, one of the pioneers and largest 
manufacturers of cottonseed oil in the coun- 
try.

An explosion took place on Monday at John 
Blatt’s pork-packing establishment, Newark, 
asthe result of the blowing up of the lard 
tank, in which were stored 2,500 pounds of 
melted fat. The streets in the neighborhood 
were drenched with a shower of fiying fat, 
aud portions of the one-story brick structure 
containing the tank, which was separated 
from the main building, were hurled into the 
Morris Cans] and into adjacent streets. The 
force of the explosion broke every pane of 
glass in the factory as well as in the dwelling 
houses adjoining, the interior of the latter 
having been thoroughly saturated with fat. 
The damage to the tank and two-story brick 
building will reach $1,500, while the loss upon 
the boiler and lard will double that amount. 


Effingham B, Sutton, the founder of the pi- 
oneer line of clipper ships between this port 
and California, died last Wednesday at his 
residence in this city. The cause of his death 
was Bright's disease. Mr. Sutton was born in 
this city, at Hudson and Morton streets, April 
17, 1817, of Quaker parents. He received a 
common school education, and in early life 
was for a time engaged inthe dry gc ods busi- 
ness. When the gold excitement turned the 
eyes of the world to California he conceived 
the idea of running clipper ships between this 
city and San Francisco, and the result was the 
Sutton Line, which was established in 1849 and 
ig still in existence.

To Test Turkey Red Oils. 

These products should dissolve completely 
in dilute ammonia, and must be free from 
iron and copper. A swatch of pure white 
cotton soaked ina ten per cent. solution and 
dried, should not be stained, but should be 
perfectly clear. If the product fulfill these 
conditions, the fatty matter is determined by 
Williams’s process, which may be shortly 
stated: 25 grm. of oil are decomposed by di- 
lute sulphuric acid, 75 cc. of saturated salt so- 
lution added, with 25 grm. of white wax, and 
the whole heated ina water batb. The sepa- 
rated fatty acids are taken up by the wax, 
and on cooling set to a solid cake, which is 
dried first with filter paper, and then over 
sulphuric acid in a dessicator. The increase 
in weight over the wax taken, multiplied by 
four, gives the percentage of fat in the sam- 
ple. This varies considerably according to 
brice, but is generally over 25 per cent.

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Chicago Notes. 


CHICAGO, May 30, 1891. 

The only topic spoken of in linseed oil cir- 
cles this week is the phenomenal drop in oil, 
decided upon in New York last Thursday. It 
is variously viewed. In the absence of any- 
thing but meager telegraphic reports, local 
operators, brokers and dealers are left to 
conjecture more or less the “true inward- 
ness” of the moving causes. Among crush- 
ers, the theory is advanced that the policy of 
one of the Eastern mills—not a party to the 
compact—in reducing quotations and derang- 
ing values in the New York market, virtually 
forced Western producers to favor a schedule 
which would protect them against complaints 
of their own customers. Western buyers are 
always irritated and bitter when Western oil 
is sold in New York at a lower price than in 
Chicago, the normal difference in market 
values being regarded as two cents in favor 
of the latter.and 51 cent oil in New York 
naturally means 49 cents in Chicago and the 
territory tributary to it. On this theory, the 
decline is defended. Among consumers, the 
action has created no little surprise. They 
had been anticipating a steady market, with 
possibly a slight advance as the season ad- 
vanced and the consumption increased. To 
have “the bottom drop out” after this fashion 
has bad a startling effect. Some of them are 
beginning to talk of an open market and oil 
at their own figures, for which sort of con- 
jecture there does not appear to be any foun- 
dation in fact, at present. But whatever the 
future may have in store, there can be no 
doubt as to the immediate effect of the reduc- 
tion upon the local market. It has virtually 
prostrated trade for the time being, the very 
light inquiry heard being of the merest hand 
to mouth description. Raw oil, however, is 
quoted at 49c in car lota, and crushers say that 
these prices are to be firmly maintained. 

There still exists a good export inquiry for 
oil cake, but buyers refuse positively to ad- 
vance their bids. A fair business in June de- 
livery is reported for the week. Prices are 
not as easy to quote as they would be, were it 





not for the uncertain element of ocean 
freights, the fluctuations in which not infre- 
quently upset the carefully laid calculations 
of brokers, The market may be called, how- 
ever, about $20@21, net here in Chicago. There 
have, however, been some sales of cake 
shipped East for export, which have not 
brought so much. Foreign buyers are anx- 
ious to buy July and August shipment on 
the basis of present bids, but to these propos- 
als crushers generally turn a deaf ear.

The plenitude of receipts still continues to 
excite surprise, and it is owing to the acreage 
devoted to flax having been sown, the balance 
of the seed held back for that purpose is now 
being sent forward. This theory, however, 
bardly appears plausible when considered in 
the light of the experience of previous years. 
The heavy arrivals and low prices have at- 
tracted exporters to the ioarket and one well- 
known forwarding house has exported three 
lote to foreign ports. 

The cash market during the week has been 
dull, and the tendency of prices has been 
downward. The latter circumstance may be 
attributed to several causes, among which 
may be named—liberal receipts with large 
stocks on hand, unusually free offerings, and 
a comparative absence of inquiry on shipping 
account. Reported ssles on the floor for the 
five days during which the Board was-in 
session, foot up 72 cars, (41 0f No. 1), and 426 
bags, as against 70 cars last week. Prices 
have ranged from $1 12@1 14 (the highest fig- 
ures—which were 2 cents below last Satur- 
day’s closing—being obtained on Monday), as 
against $1 15@1 17 last week, while the range 
for the same week of 1890 was $1 47@1 48. 

Little was done in the speculative deliveries. 
Sales were confined to 25,000 bushels of June, 
which ranged from $1 10@1 14. and 10,000 bush- 
els of July at $1 154%. Exchanges of May for, 
later futures were made at the following 
premiums for the latter. For June $1 12 
(uneven exchange), for July, $1 18%4, for Aug- 
ust, $1 15; for September, $1 16%. Yesterday 
an exchange of June for July was effected at 
1% premium for the latter.

Leading houses report a good week's busi- 
ness, yet both manufacturers and jobbers say 
that it is quite possible to see that the decline 
in demand which precedes the midsummer has 
begun. A review of the season just closing, 
however, shows that it has been one of the 


most prosperoys, if pot gbpolytely the most 
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prosperous ever known in the history of the 
Chicago paint trade. 

White lead is in fairly active demand, and 
corroders are not complaining uf a dearth of 
business, 

Paris green has begun to move into con- 
sumption. The larger orders were filled some 
time ago, and now there commences an in- 
quiry from those who are in actual need of 
smaller quantit:es, Prices are well maintained 
here, and the outlook is favorable. 

DRUGS. 

There is nothing of interest in the drug 
trade to report. Business has been only mod- 
erate. There have beeu no changes in opium 
or quinine, both of which continue in only 
moderate request. The general list remains 
about steady, with no roticeable fluctuation 
in any article of importance.

Boston Notes. 


Boston, May 39, 1891. 

Trade continues very dull and featureless, 
In fact, there is an oppressive stillness about 
the trade that grows more monotonous from 
the fact that the weather has favored trade, 
which should come, perhaps, not in very large 
volume, but enough to keep all hands moder- 
ately busy. But a good business is reported 
with the retail trade, which, if it continues, 
must create some wants at least from that 
source, 

As if a general laxity were not enough,a 
bad break in linseed oil caused a demoraliza- 
tion in that market for several days. This 
break in oil, which cannot be satisfactorily 
explained, caused oil to be sold as low as 0 
cents per gallon for 5-barre! lote; and at this 
writing I do not know, neither can I ascer- 
tain to my satisfaction, what would be a re- 
liable quotation on oil. There is a steady 
demand, however. 

“It is surprising,” said a dealer to me on 
Thursday, “that the members of the Paint 
and Oil Club in Boston do not take some steps 
in relation to the adulterated linseed oil sold 
in this market” It has been asserted that 
none is sold in this market, while at the same 
time there is good evidence that there is. If 
there is, why are the dealers so slow in doing 
something—unless they are interested in the 








enterprise themselves? 
White lead is steady with a good 
demard, with the market price un- 


changed. I learn through certain chapnels 
that the Lead Trust is trying to maintain 
prices on a little stronger basis than hereto- 
fore, but there is evidence that some of the 
jobbers are leading a cut and selling lead at 
less than trust pricer; and with this disposi- 
tion apparent the question is asked: “Are 
these houses backed up by the trust?” 

The market for oile is rather quiet, but 
prices are ru'ing quitesteady. Lard oil shows 
@ firmer tendency. Red saponified is quiet, 
and elaine is firm. Tallow oil is firmer anda 
littie higher here. Whale oil is in a firm posi- 
tion, prices quoted being 45@47c for prime 
crude, natural winter, 52@58c; bleached win- 
ter, 53@55c; extra bleached, 57@58c. Menha- 
den is a little easier, the market here being 
quoted at: Prime crude, 27@28c; light pressed, 
30c, bleached winter, 34@3ic; extra bleached, 
35@37c. Cod oils continue in small supply 
with the position strong. Quotations are: 
Shore, 52c; sun-dried deep water, 33c; Labra- 
dor, 46@47c; Newfoundland, 46@47c. There is 
a good demand for cottonseed o1!, with prices 
firmly held. Cocoanut oil is steady, and palm 
oil is quiet. Olive is dul). 

Shellac is stronger than when last reported, 
Turpentine is firmly held. I have had the 
following letter handed to me. It was received 
by a Boston merchant, and I publish it, omit- 
ting all names:

There isa larger supply of logwood coming 
forward, and while no change in quotations is 
yet announced, present prices can be shaded. 
Lima wood is unchanged, and fustic is quiet. 
Both bichromate, and yellow prussiate of 
potesh remain in the same position as pre- 
viously reported. 

Only the old, and now much worn story can 
be related concerning the drug market, and 
that is, it ie very quiet. Opium continues 
weak and unsettled. Quinine is quiet with no 
speculative movement noted, Citric acid has 
advanced 2 cents during the week. Hasential 
oils are all dull,

St. Louis Notes. 
Sr. Louts, May 30, 1891. 


The terminal week of May brings the month 
to a period under circumstances not entirely 
consistent with the promises of its earlier 
stages, although since last Saturday the vol- 
ume of trade has been of fair proportions. 
The secure feeling hitherto noted respecting 
linseed oil, bas been severely shaken this week 
by asudden and unexpected decline in the 
Price of five cents per gallon, making the 
schedule now 49c for raw oil and 52c for boiled 
inecar loads or quantity lots. The surprise 
generally expressed at the turnof events, 
Proves that the rank and file of the trade was 
unprepared for the news of a change to lower 
values and to the uninitiated it appeared that 
DO valid pretext could be offered for the re- 


sult of Thursday's edict. 


In discussion, various distinct views were 
urged as to the moving factors in the matter 
and not a few are disposed (as is customary in 
such cases) to charge the denline to 
the cupidity of the “Trust,” whose motive, it 
is alleg-d, is to lay the foundation to 
buy up the next crop of seed at excessively 
low figures, and that in pursuance of this line 
of action their policy will be to still further 
lower the price of oil in the near future. 
Another explanation put forth, ascribes as 
the cause of the change the determination of 
the crushers to meet a few independent con- 
cerns who are said to bave been quietly selling 
oil in different parte of the West at unremu- 
neratiye prices, and by such aggressiveness to 
elther silence them or bring them to terms. 
Whether we impute one motive or another to 
the crushers in bringing about the present 
schedule, the conditions now existing are dis- 
appointing to a large number of dealers, who, 
in the midst of a busy season, are confronted 


with an uncertain aspect of the market. 


Oil cake remains in statu quo, that isto say 
but little is changing bands, Principally be- 
cause but little isto be had. The inquiry is 
rather feeble and the heaviest transaction re- 
ported this week was a small lot of four tons 
going at $22 50, which figure probably quotes 


the market to-day. 


Operators are alresdy looking forward to 
the possibilities of the linseed cake yield of 
next season and are closely scrutinizing the 
horizon to discern which way to cast their 


anchors. 


Seed will begin to arrive in July and the 
expectation is that crushing will see a great 
revival, if, indeed, it could be more active 


than it has been this Spring. 


The position of white lead is still unchanged 
and the title “old reliable” certainly belongs 
to the staple this season. In former years, it 
was susceptible to almost weekly fluctuations 
in prices, but under existing arrangements a 
uniform and satisfactory scale seems to be 


among the easy possibilities. Trade is good in 


this product. Corroders are busy with orders 
and their plants are unceasingly worked to 
full capacity this Spring, and an enormous 


quantity of metal is being converted into 


white lead. The tedious Dutch process of 


corroding, as practiced here, keeps the metal 
a long time in the chambers and Probably the 
leading factories, at the present time, aggre- 
gate not less than 1,500 tons of lead sweltering 
under a load of acid and tan bark. The gene- 
ral line of paints and colors is moving with 
seasonable briskness, but with the exception 
of mixed paints, special mention cannot be 
made of any article in this list. The ready 
mixed paints present such diversified features 
as to bewilder the average investigator into 
their merits, and the trade at large is seem- 
ingly becoming indifferent as to brands, and 
is disposed to accept any reputable make on 
their orders. 

It was supposed that lard oil was ina firm 
position, temporarily, notwithstanding the 
weak condition of lard, but @ reaction bas 
lowered the price in this market, and extra 
winter strained in first bands is now quotable 
at 48c by the barrel and is selling in smal) 
packages at 50 per gallon. The demand seems 
to be slow at present. 

Castor oil is quite low in price at this 
writing, more so in. fact than the surrounding 
facts would warrant. No. 1, or pure oil, by 










































































Original large packages may be had at 4c per 
gallon, while in oases the ruling price is not 
above 90. However, relative to the lower

Liverpool Notes.

The other day I had an excuse for visiting 
the offices of the United Alkali Company, or 


rather the Liverpool headquarters, for even 


in this city there is more than one establish- 


ment, notably the late offices of the Runcorn 


Soap and Alkali Company, which are now be- 


ing utilized for the shipping department. On 


entering the “exchange” office, the object 


that strikes you first and foremost is a huge 
glass jar containing bicarbonate of soda of 
the “purest quality,” the product of the 
Union, but why this should haye been placed 


in such a auspicuous position, and no other 


chemicals exhibited, is a mystery to outsiders. 
But ammonia manufacturers of bicarb. must 
take warning. particularly those in U. 8. A. 
The Union has spoken ! ; 

The cream of the space is devoted to a hand- 
some board room for the chairman and direc- 
tors, and to secretarial offices. The head 
salesman and the head buyers have small 
nooks allotted to them, and the remaining 
room is apportioned out in clerks’ desks, tele- 
phone boxes and various patent arrangements 
for heating, lighting, ventilating, &.; every- 
thing new; everything “of the latest,” but 
the atmosphere was stuffy; and no wonder, 
for the present staff is insufficient, and work 
goes on almost continuously, barring perhaps 
midnight and the early hours of the morning. 
It is stated that the directors are holding back 
appointments in ord r to engage those whose 
services at various Union works will have to 
be dispensed with eventually. Very right and 
very proper. Perchance the ruined chemical 
brokers will, later on, come in for considera- 
tion. 

There is about Widnesand St. Helen's a 
acomparative absence of smoke and smell. 
Many, in fact nearly all the big works seem 
quite idle. This filled me with alarm, and I 
was about to wire my broker to sell my few 
‘alkali shares,”’ when, meeting an old friend 
who is “in the know,” he assured me that all 
was well.

Recent Treasury Decisions, 


SUBNITRATE OF BISMUTH A MEDICINAL, ppgp, 
ARATION. ‘ 

In the matter of the protest of Finlay & 
Brunswi,, against the decision of the Collect- 
or of customs at New Orleans, La., as to the 
rate and amount of duties chargeable on gor, 
tain bismuth, imported per Vesta, October 2, 
1890, the following is the opinion by Genera| 
Appraiser Wilkinson:— 

The merchandise in question is the subni 
trate of bismuth, and was assesced for duty at 
25 per cent., as a medicinal preparation, under 
paragraph 75,N.T. Appellants claim that jt 
isexempt from duty under paragraph 506 ag 
bismuth. 

The subnitrate of bismuth is a salt Produced 
by the action of nitric acid upon bismuth 
This process has converted the metal bismuth 
into a medicinal preparation. 

The classification by the collector is there. 
fore affirmed. 


ACETANALID A MEDICINAL PREPARATION, 

In the matter of the protest of L. Engel. 
horn, against the decision of the collector of 
customs at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on certain acet. 
analid, imported per Obdam, December 9, 
1800, the following is the text of the opinion 
by General Appraiser Wilkinson:— 

The merchandise in question is acetanalid, 
an article prepared from aniline oil, a product 
of coal tar, by treatment with carbolic acid, 
Acetanalid derives its characteristics purely 
from coal tar, the acetic acid being merely 
medium for its manufacture. 

Duty was assessed upon the article as 
chemical compound at 25 per cent., under 
paragraph 76, N. T. Appellants claim that 
the rate should be 20 per cent., under the pro- 
vision of paragraph 19, for preparations of 
coal tar, not colors nor dyes. 

Acetanalid is known as a medicinal prepara. 
tion, and is, we believe, exclusively used asa 
medicine. It should, therefore, be classified 
under paragraph 75, as a medicinai prepara. 
tion of which alcohol is not a component 
part. This being the case, the protest of the 
importer can not be sustained. 

HYOSCYAMUS A MEDICINAL PREPARATION, 

In the matter of the protest of William R. 
Warner & Co., against the decision of the col- 
lector of customs at New York, as to the rate 
and amount of duties chargeable on certain 
medical preparations, imported per Richmond 
Hill, December 3, 1890, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Wilkinson:— 

The merchandise is the solid extract of hy- 
oscyamus. It was assessed for duty at 50 per 
cent., under paragraph 74, N. T., asa medici- 
nal preparation, in the preparation of which 
alcohol was used, while appellants claim that 
it is dutiable at 25 per cent., under paragraph 
75, as a non-alcoholic medicinal preparation. 

According to the British Pharmacopeia, 
the extract of byoscyamus is prepared with- 
out the use of alcobol. As the article comes 
from England it is presumable that it was pre- 
pared according to the formula g'ven by the 
authority named. 

From the testimony of assistant appraiser 
Dr. Stott, and the drug examiners at the ap- 
praisers’ office, as well as from other expert 
evidence, it would appear impossible to dis- 
cover by analysis whether alcohol had been 
used in the preparation. 

If there is a reasonable doubt in the matter 
the importer is entitled to the benefit of it, 
and the protest is sustained accordingly. 


OLIVE OIL. 

In the matter of the protest of Wm. RB. 
Peters & Co., against the decision of the col 
lector of customs at New York as to the rate 
and amount of duties vhargeable on certain 
olive oil, imported per Endymion, January 16, 
1891, the following is the opinion promulgated 
by General Appraiser Lunt:— 

The protestants, Wm. R. Peters & Co., im- 
ported into New York, January 16, 1891, 49 
barrels of olive oil from Messina. Duty was 
levied thereon at 35 cents per gallon, under 
paragraph 44, N. T., as olive oil fit for salad 
purposes. 

The protestants claim that the merchandise 
is olive oil for manufacturing or mechanical 
purposes, unfit for eating, and not otherwise 
provided for, entitled to be admitted free, 
under paragraph 661, We are satisfied that 
this importation is especially designed for 
manufacturing purposes, but the quality of 
the oil, ite fitness for eating and salad pur- 
poses, are the questions which have given \§ 
difficulty. It is obvious that no precise 
standard can be fixed by which the suitability 
of olive oil for eating and salad purposes cal 
be tested. In this case we have conflicting 
testimony, some dealers testifying that th’s 
oil is a low grade of salad oil, such as is eat 0 
by a large class of our foreign population, but 
the great majority testify that they them- 
selves do not sell such oil for eating, and el! 
of them say they would not eatit. The fact 
that articles of food are eaten does not prove 
that such articles are fit to be eaten. 

Tbis oil is invoiced at a lower price than any 
of the prices given in any foreign prices cul 
rent for salad oil: it isimported in old barrels 
and not in glass or tins as salad oil is ordipsri- 
ly imported; it is designed for manufacturers 
use and does not possess the qualities sald 1° 
be requisite for olive of] fit for eating, 
blandness, smoothness, freedom from arse 
olive flavor, and from e ny acidity. 

We therefore find that the olive oll t 
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subject of this protest is for manufacturing 
purposes, unfit for eating and not fit for salad 
purposes, and hold that the same is not sub- 
ject to duty upon entry, but free, under para- 
graph 661,N.T. The protest is sustained. 


QUINCE SEEDS, 

In the matter of the protest of A. O. Schoon- 
maker, against the decision of the collector of 
customs at New York, as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on certain 
quince seeds, imported per Greece, November 
10, 1890, the following opinion has been ren- 
dered by General Appraiser Sharratts: 

The merchandise is invoiced as ‘sem cydo- 
nian,” which is the botanical name for quince 
seeds. Duty was assessed upon the goods at 
2 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 286, 
act of October 1, 1890, the rate therein pre- 
scribed for seeds not otherwise provided for. 
The appeilents claim that “the goods are crude 
drugs, being seeds not edible and not advanced 
in value or condition, and as such dutiable (?) 
under paragraph 560, N. T., October }, 1890, 
therefore being free, and not at 20 per cent, 
ad valorem, the rate assessed by you.” Para- 
graph 560 provides for “druge,suchas * * * 
seeds, aromatic, and seeds of morbid growth 
* * * which are not edible and arein a crude 
state.” 

Quince seeds are not drugs, nor are they 
“seeds, aromatic, or seeds of morbid growth.” 

The Encyclopedia Britannica, under the 
caption “Quince” (Vol. XX, page 182), says: 
“The seeds are used medicinally for the sake 
of the mucilage they yield when soaked in 
water. * * * This mucilage is analogous to, 
and has the same properties as, that which is 
formed from the seeds of linseed.” 

We entertain no doubt that the seeds in 
question are intended to be used in the manu- 
facture of a medicinal preparation. They 
are, however, susceptible of use for propaga- 
tion,and not being seeds of the kind men- 
tioned in paragraph 560, N. T., nor known 
commercially as “druge,” but being specifi- 
cally provided for in paragraph- 286, N. T., 
their intended use can not operate to remove 
them from classification thereunder. Upon 
this point see Clay ve. Magone, 40 Fed. Rep., 
20. It will hardly be contended that castor 
seeds or linseed when imported, as they fre- 
quently are, for conversion into articles for 
medicinal use, could properly be exempted 
from the operation of the respective dutiable 
paragraph wherein they are provided for and 
admitted to free entry. We can see no ade- 
quate reason for construing the statutes dif- 
ferently with regard to quince seeds. We 
affirm the action of the collector.

Petroleum Trade of Russia. 


REPORT BY CONSUL CHAMBERS, OF BATOUM. 

The following statistics of the trade of 
Batoum for 1888 and 1890 may be of interest, 
showing, as they do, the increasing commer- 
cial importance of the port. 

The Russian petroleum trade in 1890 shows a 
marked increase over 1889. The production of 
crude oil, as will be seen from the statistics 
herewith, averaged nearly 80,000 barrels per 
day, against a trifle over 68,000 barrels in 
18%9—a very material increase, notwithstand- 
ing which the price of crude oil at wells 
steadily advanced until it reached at the end 
of July the equivalent to about 50 cents per 
barrel of 42 gallons. Owing to the low prices 
in foreign markets and the greater advance 
in the value of Russian currency (as against 
foreign exchange), the price of refined did 
not advance proportionately with crude, and 
the high price of 50 cents per barrel was not 
Maintained for any length of time; in fact, it 
is doubtful if any crude was sold at that price, 
but much was sold at from 35 to 40 cents per 
barrel, and that price maintained, notwith- 
Standing the decreare of production in the 
last half of the year, until the Volga naviga- 
tion closed, about the end of October. The 
Closing of Volga navigation leaves the rail- 
way to Batoum the only outlet for the 
Winter months and asthe demand for oil was 

than the supply during November and 
mber, the price of crude at wells de- 





clined to about 25 cents per barrel, although 
80 cents was asked for contracts for the year. 
The production was increased in November 
by several flowing wells, but, as they did not 
last long, the December production fell off, 
and up to the Ist of February this year there 
was no material increase over the figures for 
December. Early in February, however, four 
wel's commenced flowing, giving an aggre- 
gate of 50,000 to 60,000 barrels daily, and at 
present writing the total daily production is 
not less than 125,000 barrels per day. Of 
course, this immense increase has greatly de- 
pressed the price of crude, and it is at present 
quoted at about J2 cents per barrel for spot 
and 20 cente per barrel for a year’s contract. 

The high prices for crude during the past 
18 months naturally greatly stimulated drill- 
ing. and on December 31, 1890, there were pro- 
duced 238 wells; drilling, 180; cleaning out and 
drilling deeper, 46; new derricks up, 79; 
against 217 wells producing, 79 drilling, 2 
cleaning out and drilling deeper, and 46 aer- 
ricks on December 1, 1889. 

li is not probable that the present immense 
production will be long maintained, as the 
large flowing wells seldom last long, but, from 
the volume of operations, it would seem that, 
providing the territory is sufficiently rich, the 
production of 1890 will be maintained in 1891. 

The export of petroleum in 1890 was in- 
creased, but was greatly obstructed by the 
low prices of American oil in foreign markets 
and the great advance in value of Russian 
currency. The value of the paper ruble, 
starting at about 54 cents in January, ad- 
vanced to the equivalent of 65 cents in Sep- 
tember, but gradually declined again to 5 
and 57 cents in December. Of course, the 
purchasing power in Russia of the ruble did 
not increase, and the price of refined at Baku 
and Batoum remained about the same in the 
currency of the country in September as in 
January, or at least declived very little; 
and the appreciation of the ruble 
(as against foreign values) was eqviva- 
lent to an advance of W per cent. in price,and, 
under the circumstances, it was asserted by 
exporters that business at these prices re- 
sulted in a loss. The statistics herewith show 
a total increase in the vwutput of all petroleum 
products in 1890 over 1889 of 36,342,976 gallons. 
of which 4,064,800 gallons went to Russia, leav- 
ing the increase of exports 32,277,235 gallons, 
of which 12,122,735 gallons were crude, crude 
residuum, and lubricating oils, and 2,641,680 
gallons illuminating oil and distillate to Aus- 
tria, Hungary and Roumania (for Servia), 
from which countries American oil. is de- 
barred by a customs tariff discriminating in 
favor of Russian oil, leaving the actual in- 
crease of export of illuminating oils in com- 
petition with American oil 17,512,820 gallons, 
As the actual increase in the export of case 
oll was 19,265,455 gallons, there was a decrease 
in the export of illuminating oils in bulk and 
barrels. 

That the output in 1890 was limited only by 
the price, and not by lack of oil or transporta- 
tion facilities, is evidenced by the increase of 
stocks here. Tne railway deliveries at Batoum 
for the year were more than 10,000,000 gallons 
in excess of the output, and notwithstanding 
the fact that the price of refined oil at Baku 
and Batoum has been steadily declining since 
October and for two months was less than the 
cost of production on the basis of crude prices 
and the railway capacity has been increased 
to at least 410,000,000 gallons annually,the out- 
put from Batoum has been Jess for the past 
two months than ic was during the same time 
la t year. Refined at present is almost un- 
saleable here at 334c per gallon free on board 
steamer, because the tankage at Batoum is 
full (over 40,000,C0U gallons), and exporters 
claim foreign markets are too low to justify 
even that price, notwithstanding sea freights 
were never 80 low inthe history of the trade, 

Railway transportation between Baku and 
Batoum, as before stated, was greatly in- 
creased by the completion of the Suram tun- 
nel, which was Officially opened for traffic in 
September, although the work of changing 
the approaches is not yet completed. The old 


track from the western end of the tunnel is 
used now, and together with the line over the 
pass, gives the railway a capacity of not less 
than 340,000,000 gallons perannum. The tun- 
nel is prepared for double track, and when 
the change in the contour of the western ap- 
proach to it is finished and the tunnel dou- 
ble-tracked the capacity of the roads will be 
still further increased. The railway company 
has decided to purchase all private tank cars 
now in service on its line’at a price equivalent 
to about $625 each (they cost originally more 
than $1,000 each,) and those who do not wish 
to sell at this price wili be given a certain 
time to take their cars off the road. As own- 
ers of private tank cars (there are more than 
4,000 in service) were allowed to drawback eq- 
uivalent to about 13 cents per barrel from 
freight rates, the taking over of the private 
tank cars will be equivalent to an advance in 
freight of that amount.

From these figures it will be seen that the 
sp. gr. of foreign oil of rosemary, as described 
by various observers, varies from °881 to ‘907,

Phenol of Birchwood Tar. 


The raw material used according to M 
Pfrengar, a brownish-yellow refractive liquid 
of acid reaction and sp. gr. 0°05s at 15°, was 
the oleum betulini wtherium rect. By first 
washing with sodium carbonate solution and 
then with water, all acid was removed, subse- 
quent repeated treatment with aqueous pot- 
ash yielding the phenoxide. The phenol was 
separated from the latter by means of sul- 
phuric acid. It was then taken up with ether, 
well washed, ahd then dried with sodium sul- 
phate. The purified phenol was fractionated. 
At length a fraction boiling between 181° and 
191° was obtained, and probably consisted of 
cresol with a little phenol. 

When heated with zinc-dust, the fraction 
boiling between 191° and 200° yielded chiefly 
toluene and a 1:ttle aniseoil. When heated at 
150° C. with methy] iodide and some methylal- 
cohol, the same fraction yielded metby! cresyl 
ether and a small quantity of catechy! dime- 
thylether. The fraction boiling between 20° 
and 205° was dissolved in ether and heated to 
80° with alcoholic potash; on cooling, dis 
solving the crystalline product in water, de 
composing with bydrochloric acid, and pur 
ifying the separated product, guacaicol was 
obtained. 

Heated at 150° with methy! iodide, the same 
fraction yielded mainly catechol dimethyl 
ether and a little methy! cresy! ether. 

When melted with potash, the fraction dis 
tilling between 206° and 211° yielded bydroxy" 
isophthalic acid.

Notes on Essential Oils. 


Betel-leaf Oil.--Messrs. Schimmel! & Co. have 
a large quantity of this article, distilled in 
Manila from fresh betel leaves of which it is 
gdded, 70) kilo are required to yield one kilo 
ofthe oll. The distillers announce that dur- 
jag the distillation they first observed a small 
quantity of light oil, which floated on the 
grface of the water contained in the re- 
giver, bat sank when the latter was shaken. 
Tee frm intend to examine the chemical 
composition of the oil and compare it with 
their own distillate from dried leaves, and 
withthe results of von Eykman. They also 
offer free samples to medical men interested 
inexamining the therapeutical properties of 
the oil. 

Birch-tar Oil.—This oil is used on account of 
its well-known “Russian leather” odor. The 
phenols contained in it have been investigated 
by Max Pfrenger (Archiv. f. Pharm.) The oil 
has a specific gravity of 0°956 at 15° C.; and the 
phenols, boiling between 181° ©. and 260° C., 
consisted largely of guaiacol and creosol; a 
gall proportion of creosol ani xylenol was 
alo present, and traces of phenol. These 
phenols are evidently the same as those pres- 
ent in beach-wood tar. 


Buchu-leaf Oll.—In illustration of the state- 
ment that the buchus found in commeree 
vary in the amount and composition of the 
oll they contain, the firm state that long 
buchu (entirely the leaves barosma eerrati- 
folia) yielded one per cent. of essential oil of 
specific gravity 6°44, from which even during 
the severe cold of the winter very little 
crystalline diosphenol (buchu camphor) sep- 
arated, while round leaves (nearly exclusively 
leaves of B, betu'ina) yielded 2 per cent. of an 
oil which was filled with orystals of dios- 
phenol even at ordiaary temperatures. 


Camphor oil.—Light camphor oil we learn 
has been recently used for the preparation of 
a turpentine oil substitute by mixing one 
part with two parts (by weight) of commer- 
cial petroleum and filtering. It is of course 
imposible to say whether this product is 
suited to substitute turpentine oil in every re- 
spect. 


Cassia oi].—In the last report of the firm a 
method was described for the estimation of 
theamount of aldehyde in cassia oll, whieh 
involved the distillation of the oil over an 
open fire. Ed. Hirschsohn raised objection to 
this,on the ground of experiments showing 
that when boiled for several hours aad over- 
heated, cassia oil under-went profound de- 
composition. Messrs. Schimmel show that if 
treated in the way recommended by them the 


affects the weighing. 

Citronella oil.—Citronella, C,,H;,0. which 
some time ago was discovered in oil of citron- 
ella and in the essential oil of the leaves of 
Eucalyptus dealbate and E. maculata, has 
been recently investigated by F. W. Semmler 
(Ber, d. Deutsch. Chem. Ges.) who, by oxidation 
with silver oxide obtained a liquid acid C,)H;, 
Og, to which he gave the name citronellic acid. 
It would seem, therefore, that citronellon is 
an aldehyde, and not a ketone, as has been also 
surmised, 


Coriander Oil.—Semmler (Ber. d. Deutsch. 
chem. Ges.) describes coriandrol as the chief 
constituent of this oil. This substance, which 
forms 90 per cent. of oil of coriander, has the 
composition C,,H,.0, boils between 194° and 
198° C., is optically dextrogyre, and has a 
specific gravity of 0°8679 at 20° C. 

Cubeb Oil.—A notice has appeared from 
Ceylon. in the Tropical Agriculturist, accord- 
ing to which the plants introduced into the 
Perideniya Gardens have become well accli- 
matized, so that there is a reasonable hope uf 
soon supplying the intelligent planters of the 
island with sufficient material. 

As usual, a special section, under a separate 
head, is given to the so-called 

ESSENCES, 

to which, as introduction, a few general re- 
marks are made as to the commercial position 
of the industry in Calabria, Sicily, and Mes- 
sina; it is interesting that in Sicily it is found 
to pay better to export the fruit (oranges, 
lemons) than to use them for the preparation 
of essences, so that the latter are but little 
produced, 

Bergamot oil, in the pure state, is, it ap- 
pears, rarely met with, and Messrs. Schimmel 
therefore indicate the procedure by which 
they believe any admixture of lemon, swect 
orange, or turpentine oils may be detected 
with certainty. A lemon oil extracted 
by machinery is expressly prepared 
for the adulteration of bergamot. By, 
a series of examinations of bergamot, 
partly expressed by themselves fromthe rinds 
of fresh fruits, of sweet orange and of lemon 
oil, the following data were obtained :—

Pure oil leaves behind about 6 per cent. of a 
homogeneous green residue of ointment-like 
consistehée, While if fatty oil be present the 
residue igs thick green layer covered by an 
oily yelldw liquid. 

Eucalyptus Oil.—Messrs. Schimmel describe 
an Australian oil, presumably from E. oleosa, 
which is extraordinarily rich in eucalyptol 
and in cumin aldehyde, and free from con- 
stituents irritating to the throat. The 
specific gravity of this oil at 15°6° C, is 0923, 
and it is feebly laevogyre (in 100 mm. 3° 53m.). 
The preparation of the oil of E. amygdalina 
has been abandoned by the chief producers in 
Australia, so that this article will probably 
disappear from commerce. It is aiso stated 
that the oil of E. citriodora does not contain 
eucalypto!, so that its reputed antiseptic 
properties, if really existent, must be ascribed 
to some other constituent. The following 
extract from a letter in the Madras Mail of 
August 29, 1890, is quoted as revealing a new 
possible source of the oii: 

“Mr. 8. G. Wallace, of West End, Otaca- 
mund, has been busied for some time witha 
series of experiments on eucalyptus oil, ob- 
tained from E. glebulus, which grows luxu- 
riantly on the Neilgherry Hills. I+ is largely 
employed in some of the hill districts of 
No ri India, and is gradually coming into 
up int lie south also.” 

é Oil—It is particularly fortunate 
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oil is readily detected, as geranium oil belongs 
to the few essential oils which form a clear 
Solution in dilute alcohol. From experiments 
on a large numberof oils, the firm concludes 
that @ gen@ine product should dissolve at 20° 
C. in two or three volumes of 70 vol. per cent. 
alcohol. Large proportions of the adulterant 
make the mixture milky, but if only a smail 
quantity is present it is only turbid, anda 
greasy layer is deposited on the walle after 
standing. By oxidation with chromic acid 
mixture geraniol is converted into citral. 
(Sem mler.) 

Kuro-moji Oil.—W. Kwassnick, of the 
Pharmaceutical Institute, Breslau, has in- 
vestigated the off distilled by the firm 
from the wood of lindera sericea, in the labo- 
ratory of Professor Poleck. The results show 
the specific gravity at 180° to 0°901, and optical 
activity in 100 mm. tube, 04°. Two different 
terpenes were detected, viz., dextrolimonene 
and dipentene, and among oxygenated bodies 
terpineol and Ievocarvol. 

Lign- aloes Oil.—Thie article it seems has 
been specially in demand in France; it is used 
in combination with cananga oil for the per- 
fuming of lily of the valley soap. According 
to Semmler (Ber. d. Deutch. Chem. Ges.), the 
chief constituent of lign-aloes oil is “ligna- 
lool,” which has the formula C;,H;,0, boils 
between 196° and 195°, and twists the rays of 
polarized light 3° 10° to the left (in a 100 mm. 
column). 1ts specific gravity at 20° C. is 0°8221. 

Mirbane Oil.—It seems to be necessary to is- 
sue a caution against the purchase of cheap 
mirbane, which is largely made up of nitroto- 
luols and nitroxylol, not infrequently mixed 
also with an equal weight of mineraloil. The 
specific gravity of a genuine productshould 
be 1°2. 

Opoponax Oil.—Quoting Mr. Holmes recent 
utterances on the botanical origin of the per- 
fumed bdellium,from which the oil is distilled, 


adding of the botanical names of the plants 
from which essential oils are obtained after 
their quotation in lists seems very practical to 
them, and will be more generally adopted in 
the future than hitherto. ° 
Patchouli Uil.—According to Mr. L. Wray, 
curator of the Government Museum in Perak 
(Journ. Agricult. and Hortocult. Soc. India), 
who has written exhaustive reports on the 
culture, preparation and distillation of 
patchouli leaves, and who is in direct connec- 
tion with the planters and distillers, the 
preparation of the oil no longer pays, and the 
extention of the culture could only be rec- 
ommended if there were any prospect (which 
the firm questions) of a conserable increase in 
the consumption of leaves and oil.

Vegetable Olis. 

The action of the crushers’ committee on 
Thursday fixing the price on linseed oil at 520 
for city and 50c for Western was taken with a 
riewof bringing those who were doing all the 
cutting to & realization of the harm they were 
doing to the trade, generally and indirectly to 
themselves, the policy has been to sell oil at 
the price if possible, but to sell oil at all haz- 
ards making the price actuslly a second- 
ary consideration. The effect on the trade 
pas been demoralizing in the extreme, and 
while this last action may not stop it entirely, 
it willoertainly give the cutters less oppor- 
tunity tose)l with any kind of profit. It has 
put a quietus on the linseed ofl business for 
the present, as very few care to buy ona 
declining market, and it is fortunate that the 
action was not taken a month ago when the 
spring buying was being done. Calcutia oil is 
also reduced being quoted now at 60c. 


Crude Cottonseed Oil—The decline in tallow 
and lard the past week has had to some extent 
ademoralizing effect upon this market. With 
the opening of the week, these articles having 
recovered several points, a better feeling ap- 
pears to exist on the surface. There has been 
afairly active home t.ade in progress diring 
the week at prices which do not indicate 
weakness on the part of holders. There have 
been several small sales of crude at prices 
ranging from 32@85c, as to test and quality, 
also of strictly prime at 40@4lc, as to grade, 
test and holder. 

Yellow Refined Oil—In a recent issue a cler- 
jal error made us say the exports from New 
Orleans were 20,000 bbis, when it should bave 
read gallons instead, all of which makes a big 
difference. We regret the mistake, and take 
this opportunity to make the correction. At 
the close of our last we indicated a disposition 
on the part of holders to meet exporters’ 
views; as then stated, the cables, which were 
being sent would no doubt lead to business. 
Since then there have been several large 
transactions, the first being 500 bbis of prime 
butter oil at 48c for Rotterdam accqunt, with 
orders for 2,000 or 3,000 bbis more for same 
buyers, but it was impossible to obtain the oil 
though it was reported that 1,000 bbis of 
Texas of] had been placed at about 
#c for Holland. This, it is claimed, 
bas cleaned the market of this class 
of oil, There was another lot of 400 bbis 
placed for exporton private terms. The mar- 
ket closes rather unsteady pending the results 
of several other large transactions not closed 
at this writing. 

Our New Orleans corresponnent wires us to- 
night: “Nothing worth reporting. Prolonged 
draught throughout cotton belt, endangering 
crop.”

Cocoanut Oils, &c. 

Ceylon Cocoanut Oil—The market during 
the past week has been more or less un- 
settled by the break in tallow and lard, al- 
though the latter has recovered a few points 
since the opening of the month. This has had 
a tendency to restrict the demand for Ceylon 
oil, although a few sma!!l sales have been 
made of spot goods. Wegetsales of 50 tons at 
634c and 15 tons in lots at 644@7c, as to quanti- 
ty and style of package; also 50 tons for June 
sail shipment from the coast a shade under 
63gc. Cochin oil continues firm, even though 
only a limited demand is reported. Values 
are steady at 854@90, as to quantity, hoider 
and style of package. 

Palm Oil—There have been a few small im- 
port orders executed for prompt steamer 
shipment from London, in all about 10 tons, at 
a price equal to about 5%c laid down here for 
prime oii. The demand on the spot is light 
with few email sales of prime Lagos reported 
at 6@6\4c as to quantity and holder. 

Olive Oil.—There is no change in the posi- 
tion of this article. Dullness is still the char- 
istic feature of the market. There have been 
a few smal! jobbing sales made at prices rang- 
ing from 70@72c as to grade quantity and hol- 
der. Fora round lot 70c would be shaded to 
some extent. There is almost no inquiry for 
shipments. Olive soap stock is procurable on 
the spot at 5}¢c and to arrive at 54 cwith small 
sales reported within the range. 





Animal and Fish Olis. 

Lard oil is weaker again, the prime article 
being quoted now at fic, while business could 
have been, and probably was, dene at this 
figure last week, we were quoted Sic. Busi- 
ness is rather quiet at the present prices, and 
we leara of no special features in connection 
with the market. The lower grades are also 
in lighter demand than for some time past; 
the prices are nominally unchanged, though 
it is intimated that business would be done at 
lower figures should the buyer present him- 
self. Western prime is quoted at 52@53c. 

Elaive is very dull, what little business there 
is being of a jobbing nature. Dealers are 
fairly busy, however, shipping lots sold last 
month. Prices continue unchanged at 36@40c, 
as to quantity. 

Saponified is rather quiet again, the decline 
in tallow having stopped the previous in 
creased demand. . 

Cod is uncharged for old, being quoted 
nominally at 43@45c. We understand there is 
some new Oil offering at 37@38c, but learn of 
no sales. 

Crude menhaden oil has been dull the past 
week for the reason that the old oil is cleaned 
up, with the exception of some email lots held 
by second hands. We learned of asaleof 
about 200 barrels new oil for domestic use, 
but understand it has no bearing on the mar- 
ket as the holder oversold last week, and is to 
deliver this when made. We have heard 25}¢c 
and 26c bid for export during the week, but 
others claim they cannot get a bid over 2Z5c. 
Itis given out that the msjority of the fish- 
ermen have signed the agreement to sell all 
their oil this season through one party, and 
no sales to be made direct. The ar- 
rangements are said not to be en- 
tirely completed yet, but the understanding 
is that the price is to be fixed from time to 
time according to the supply and demand, and 
that the interest of the weaker holders are to 
be protected by the stronger members of the 
association. The scheme in some respects 
looks very feasible, but there are some 
features which may not be very agreeable to 
ali concerned. 

Pressed oils are moving slowly, the pressers 
are generally at sea as to the effect the action 
of the fishermen will have, but express them- 
selves as willing to await further develop- 
ments. 

There are no new features in either the 
crude sperm or whale oil markets, 
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the last day or two has appeared to indicate 
a little more inquiry. The softer grades of 
paraffine are now getting scarce, and the mar- 
ket is now bare of the higher grades. 

Lard oil is about the same as last week as 
regards city spot, while Western is somewhat 
higher, closing at 6 57144@6 60c, with city 5 €0c. 

Tallow is dull and unchanged, closing at 
4% bid, with 15-16 asked. 

Spermaceti is dull, remaining in the same 
position as per our last, with only a jobbing 
trade, quoted 3@38c as to quantity.

Statistics of the area and outturn of linseed 
are incomplete. Linseed and wheat are sown 
and reaped at the same season, and, broadly 
speaking, occupy the same regions. Linseed 
is grown for its oil only. The flax contained 
ia the stalk is not utilized as fiber, because, 
even with thick sowing, the plant is too bushy 
and stunted in growth. It is sown both pure 
and mixed (chiefly with wheat), and area, as 
well as outturn, are most sensitive to the 
character of the season. If rain falls inop- 
portunely, the crop is very liable to rust; for 
this reason all attempts to grow it asa rain 
erop for fiber would probably be fruitless. 
With the exception of Madras, Mysore, Sind- 
Lia, the Punjab, and Assam, every province 
shares largely in the trade of this oil-seed.

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Synthesis of Kainit and Tachhydrite, 


Kainit, one of the Stassfurt minerals, hav- 
ing the composition KCl, MgSO,.3 H,O, is re- 
produced artificially by evaporating on the 
water-bath molecular proportions of potass- 
ium sulphate and magnesium sulphate with a 
large excess of magnesium chloride. The com- 
pound separates out in monoclinic crystals of 
‘lmm, to ‘4mm. in length which have the 
form and specific gravity of the natural 
mineral. The fact that the compound is not 
produced in the cold throws light on the mode 
of formation in nature, 

Tachhydrite is another of the Stassfurt 
minerals, having the composition CaCl, .2 
MgCl,.12 H,0. It is formed by evaporating a 
solution of magnesium chloride with excess 
of calcium chloride on the water-bath. When 
sufficiently concentrated it is left to crystall- 
ise, large rhombohedral crystals being formed 
which possess the form and specific gravity of 
the natural mineral.—Compt Rend.

Kuromoji Oil. 


This is the ethereal oil of the leaves of lin 
dera fericia, occuring in Japan. The oil is of 
a deep yellow color, and possesses a powerful 
aromatic odor; the specific gravity of the oil 
is0°901 at 18°C. By fractional distillation and 
treatment with sodium two turpenes were 
isolated. One of these boiled between 175° 
and 180° C., was dextro-rotatory, and gave a 
tetrabromide melting at 104°; it was thus dex- 
tro-limonene. The other boiled above 180°, 
was optically inactive, and gave a tetra- 
bromide melting at 1%°, nitroso-chloride 
melting at 101°; it was dipentine. Besides 
these terpenes W. Kwasnick found terpineol, 
C,oH,,0, and carvol, the former optically in- 
active. the latter levo-rotatory. Terpineol 
was identified by the action of hydrochloric 
and bromine, and by means of its iodide, 
which melts at 75°—76°. The carvol is dis- 
tinguished from the dextro-rotatory carvol 
of oil of caraway oaly by its optical properties

There were few who 
cared to part with their holdings, however, 
and when late in the day there came efforts 
to buy the price was moved up to 68340, at 
which the market closed, thus making a 
loss for the day of 4c while the extent of the 
variations was 54c. Sales of 52,000 bbls were 
reported. The only news of interest was 
from the fields, the Western exchanges being 
reported extremely dull. In the McCurdy field 
the wellof the Orion Oil Company, on the 
Bell farm, came in and in an hourand 15 
minutes filled a 250 barrel tank. This well is 
ona northeast line between the Mink well 
and the field proper, and will open upa big 
tract of territory which has been looked upon 
as rather doubtful. The Fisher, Young & 
Wilson well, on the McCluskey farm, on the 
western edge of the belt, is dry in the Gor- 
don, and will be drilled to the fifth sand. 
The well on the Andrews farm is in 
the 30 foot. In the Wildwood field the 
well of 8S. P. Boyer & Co., on the Jenny farm 
in the extreme southwest, made a 15-barrel 
flow, merely cleaning itself out, and is now 
standing full of oil. The bit was 13 feet in 
the sand, There is no gas, and unlesssome, 
thing is reached much better than it hus so 
far struck, the well will be small. The Roth 
Oil Company’s wellon the W. W. McIntyre, 
three quarters of a mile southwest of the 
Jenny, has stopped flowing and is being rig- 
ged up for a pumper. The Hazlett No.10,Forst 
& Greenlee, was shot, and during the first 
hour afterward put 30 barrels of oil in the tank 
It had previously been showing for a good 
well. Forst & Greenlee’s No. 2, on the Alston, 
is 20 feet In the sand and putting out from 12 
to 15 barrels an hour. It is being drilled 
deeper.

The market this morning opened at 69c, an 
advance of le over the closing price of Fri- 
day, which represented what was regarded as 
the fair difference between June and July de- 
liveries. This, however, appeared to be be- 
yond the views of buyers, who regarded the 
later developments in the producing flelds as 
warranting a lower figure. When a synopsis 
of the monthly fleld report was received, 
some of those who had been bearishly inclined 
appeared to be disappointed and others gained 
confidence; consequently, when efforts were 
made to buy, the price was advanced to 693¢c, 
but just before the close a few offers to sell 
again brought the price down to 690, which 
was also the final figure. There were sales of 
only 6,000 bbis, neither buyers or sellers ap- 
pearing anxious to do business. Buckeyes 
were entirely neglected, and remained posted 
at 1644c, although the field report showed an 
important decrease in new production. From 
Warren came the report that the well drilled 
by Brown, Green & Co. on the Chapman farm 
at Glade about eight months ago and which 
was secretly plugged in the Giade sand, and 
leases made since of 570 acres, was drilled 150 
feet deeper and struck the Clarendon sand on 
Saturday. The hole was filled with oil 700 feet 
and will be tubed. A large number of oil men 
visited the well and claim it will start off at 
75 to 100 barrels per day.

As bidders appeared, the price 
was moved up; finally 70c was paid, but this 
was also above the views of buyers, and the 
market eased off a point and closed at 69%c, 
making @ gain for the day of }éc, while }4c 
was the extent of the variations. The sales 
reached a total of only 10,000 bbis, of which 
1,000 bbis was cash at 69c. The news from the 
Western exchanges gave evidence of an im- 
proved feeling, but trading was quiet, though 
somewhat better for the past few days. The 
Orion Oil Co.'s well, on the Bell farm, in 
the McCurdy field, is holding up at 30 
barrels an hour. The Mellon No. 2, on 
Dougherty farm is making about 12 bbis. an 
bour.

cent. of light oils has recently been largely 
imported into Italy for purposes of adultera- 
iton. As it is proposed to change the tariff so 
as to exclude these mixtures, the experiments 
described in the report were undertaken in 
order to discriminate between them and genu- 
ine lubricating oils. 

In these experiments the, acidity was deter- 
mined by Martens’ method; the color by 
Stammer’s colorimeter; the specific gravity 
with Greiner's densimeter; the viscosity with 
Engler’s viscosimeter; the solidifying point 
by agitating the oil in a small thin glass cyl- 
inder placed in a vessel containing alcohol 
cooled to 15°, and observing the change pro- 
duced by the gradual fall of temperature; the 
flashing point by heating the oil in a crucible 
and arranging asmall flame about 7 or § mm. 
above the surface of the oil; the percentage 
of light oils by distillation in a flask, resem- 
bling Engler’s, but with a shorter stem and 
larger bulb; vegetable oils and fats were 
looked for by Lux’s method. The following 
observations are of general interest. Dark 
colored and bituminous oils containing an ad- 
mixture of vegetable oil, fat, etc., du not 
solidify when heated with solid caustic potash 
to 200° to 210°, but acrolein is evolved. {nthe 
use of Greiner’s densimeter it is of the great- 
est importance to keep the temperature con- 
stant, the correction tables provided not being 
equally applicable to all classes of oils. The 
viscosity apparatus must be made perfectly 
clean before each experiment. the efflux 
aperture being especially attended to; in two 
consecutive experiments with the same oil 
made without disturbing the apparatus, equal 
quantities of oil flowed out in 1,898 and in 1,471 
seconds respectively. The authors’ results 
show that not only does the viscosity diminish 
very rapidly with a rising temperature, but 
that the decrease is relatively greater in the 
more viscous oile. The following are some of 
the figures obtained :

In technical analyses it is therefore impor- 
tant to determine the viscosity at the temper- 
ature which the oil would have whilst in 
actual use. An addition of light oil to heavy 
oils greatly reduces their viscosity, more 
especially of those which have a high viscosity 
at ordinary temperatures. 


From an analysis of the experiments witb 
8 samples of beavy mineral oils anda com- 
parison with the results obtained by Martens 
and Kunkler, the authors conciude that. be- 
sides the varieties of oil already described, a 
heavy oil is imported into Italy of a clear 
yellowish, or at most, reddish-yellow color, 
with a specific gravity equal to or less than 
0°870, and a viscosity at 20° of about 22 (colza 
oil = 100), characters which would render it a 
valuable adulterant for illuminatibg oils.

To Test Aniline Oil and Salts. 


Aniline for black dyeing processes should 
be as pure as possible, and free from homo- 
logues. It should distil completely within 2°. 
The presence of the toluidines may be detect- 
ed by dissolving the product in dilute acid 
and adding bleaching powder solution and 
ether. If on shaking the ether takes a brown 
color toluidines are present, and the product 
is likely to produce a brownish shade of black. 
Aniline for black should show from 3° to 5° 
on Twaddle’s hbydrometer; below this it is not 
suitable for biack. Aniline should disso)ve 
completely in dilute acids, if not, nitroben- 
zene is present, due to defective manufac- 
ture. Aniline salts may be tested for sal- 
ammoniac by boiling with caustic soda. If 
necessary the base may be separated by caus- 
ticsoda and submitted to the above tests. 
Fabrics dyed with aniline black may be tested 
for their liability to green by immersion in a 
dilute bath of sodium bisulphite. An un- 
greenable black remains unaltered by this 


treatment.—The Dyer,

Kath or Pale Catechu. 

The Secretary of State for India has re- 
ceived from H. Warth a memorandum, from 
which the following particulars are taken: 

“The kath of the northwest provinces,which 
is used with pan, and the catechu of Burma, 
which is exported to Europe as a dyestuff, are 
both prepared from the wood of Acacia cate- 
chu. The kath is in its purest state chiefly 
catechin, a crystallizing substance nearly in- 
soluble in cold water. The catechu is chiefly 
catechu tannin, a substance svlublesin cold 
water and not crystallizing, but some cate- 
chin is usual!y mixed up withit. The differ- 
ence between kath and catechu is partly due 
to the methods of manufacture, partly to the 
difference in the trees. 

“The trees in Burma differ from those of 
the northwest provinces, and at each place 
there are two kinds of trees. Nos. 1 and 2, al- 
though of exactly the same species. Trees 
No. 2 have white spots in the wood, caused by 
awhite substance stored up in cylindrical 
masses half a milimeter thick and 10 millime- 
terslong. Trees No. 1 bave no white spots. 
Trees with spots yield an extract richer in 
catechin,and both kinds of trees in the north- 
west provinces yield more catechin than the 
corresponding kinds in Burma. 

“I found the following prcportions of cate- 
chin in the total extract:

“Such a great proportion of catechin in the 
spotted wood of the northwest provinces ex- 
Diains that kath manufacture is at home 
there. Moreover the local kath makers are 
reported to refuse as unfit all trees which do 
not contain white spots, so that the trees No. 
1 become wasted in the forests. 

“TI determined the catechin by direct sepa- 
ration, as follows: About two ounces of the 
wood reduced to thin shavings were boiled 


|. with 20 times their weight of water for haif 


au hour. The extract was separated from the 
wood by repeated settlement, and reduced in 
bulk on the water bath until it just began to 
thicken, and contained, by estimate, 6 per 
cent. of catechin. It was then left in a cool 
place for five days for the separation of the 
catechin. Once the catechin had separated, 
the liquid could again be diluted with cold 
water for the purpose of filtering. The fil- 
tered and roughly washed catechin was dried 
at ordinary temperature, and weighed ina 
thoroughly air dry condition. 

“The high degree of concentration and the 
long standing are required because the cate- 
chin separates with difficulty out of an ex- 
tract which contains so much catechu tannin. 
Once the bulk of the tanning is separated, the 
catechin may be dissolved in much more 
water, and it will separate immediately on 
cooling; but the catechin is at all times a deli- 
cate substance, which changes with water 
slowly into a soluble substance, and is thus 
lost. The drying of the moist catechin must 
take place at a low temperature, as heat at 
once destroys the microscopic crystals. 

“The manufacture of kath, or raw catechin, 
is carried on in the forests with very primi- 
tive appliances. The fiitering is done through 
layers of sand, and much sand becomes mixed 
up with the kath. The drying is performed in 
the open air. 

“Contact with iron must be scrupuously 
avoided during the extraction of catechin. 
With catechu or cutch, contact with iron is of 
no consequence, and the reports mention iron 
cauldrons in use for the final boiling down of 
the outch in Burma.”' e

While the Lofoden fisheries have been 
very short it is reported that the catch in 
Finmark has been so large as to fully com- 
pensate for the deficiency in the Lofoden 
catch.

The high prices 
realized on the medicinal of last year’s 
catch, it is said, eacouraged the production of 
the better grades, though this tendency may 
have been counteracted by the dullness in the 
latter part of the season. The old oil is quoted 
at $21 up to $82 for a fancy brand. New Lo- 

r foden oil in 25-barrel lots is on the market at 
$24 out of bond. 

Citric acid remains firm and in good demand 
though mail advices state that the market in 
Lor.don is dull with lower prices and no busi- 
ness doing. The quotations here are 5l}c in 
barrels and 52c in kegs. No large sales are 
noted. 

Dragon’s blood is scarce and higher, being 
quoted at 50@55c in reeds with a corresponding 
stiffening in mass, though no sales are reported 
outside of the regular jobbing demand. 

Ergot is moving more freely than at our 
last writing. One order was in the market 
for 1,000 lbs. of German which was said 
to have been filled at 30c. Alot of 2,000 lbs., 
and two lote of 1,000 lbs. each of Russian 
changed hands within the past few days at 
28@30c. Spanisn is scarce, and is generally 
quoted at 35@40c, though, as we hear of one 
lot of 4,000lbs. of good quality offered at 35c, 
those figures can no doubt be shaded. 

Guarana is iu little demand, stocks are light, 
and prices are a little off, one lot of 500 lbs, 
having neen sold at $210 which may be taken 
as the market in round lots. 

Lupulin, German,in case lots may be quoted 
at 28 for good quality, with very little doing, 
Domestic is slow at $100 in small lots and is 
little called for. 

Naphthaline is in about the same condition 
as last week.

Mentho! is quotable at $2 85@3 (0,as to quali- 
ty and quantity, though special brands bring 
better prices. A sale of a popular make is re- 
ported at $315. It is reported that a sample 
has been offered in the market that was be- 
lieved to be adulterated with Epsom salt. 

Quicksilver is unchanged, remaining at 61@ 
62c, with only sufficient movement to satisfy 
present consumption. 

Strychnine remains firm at the recent ad- 
vance, and is quotable at $1 05@1 15 inclusive, 
in eighths, accurding to quantity, 

Balsams. 

The market throughout has been quiet. 
There have been no further arrivals and no 
sales of consequence of balsam copaiba since 
our last, and the feeling is rather easy. Bal- 
gam fir is dull at the late decline. Balsam 
Peru is nominally quoted at $1 40@1 45, though 
it is intimated that a considerable quantity 
has been sold at $142}¢. Balsam tolu is dull 
and prices are more or less nominal. 

Barks. 

Caseara sagrada is dull on the spot and we 
hear of noexport inquiry. It is reported by 
mail from San Francisco that the bulk of the 
stock there has been sold at low prices. The 
amountof bark gathered this year is expected 
to be small, as the gatherers cannot realize 
enough on it to pay for their labor. Other 
barks are without new features of interest. 

Essential Oils. 

Anise oil has been in active demand of late 
and a considerable business has been done in 
small lots. Since our last there have been re- 
ported sales of 50 cases at $1 45@1 50 and the 
market closed firm. Clove oil is without fur- 
ther change and the market may be written 
steady. Cubeb oil is easyin sympathy with 
the berries but has not turther declined. Pep- 
permint oil is quiet but the market is firm, 
particularly for bulk oil. There has been some 
inquiry for cases but the ideas of buyers and 
sellers seem to be too far apart to admit of 
much business. We get a sale of 25 cases at

Flowers. 

There is very little business doing in this 
line.

German chamomile flowers 
are in a strong position, but have not yet 
quotably advanced. Saffrons are very quiet, 
with prices favoring the buyer. 

Gums. 

The mucilaginous gums are receiving a fair 
share of attention and prices are maintained. 
Chicle is still tending downward but at pres- 
ent 40c seems to. be the inside price. Camphor 
manufacturers are beginning to catch 
up with their orders and have a 
small supply available for prompt delivery 
at current prices. There is a good demand. 
In other gums we find nothing of a special 
interest to record. 


Herbs and Leaves. 

There is a continued demand for short 
buchus and with supplies of desirable grades 
in small compass the market rules very firm. 
A sale of 1,500 lbs Huanuco coca leaves is re- 
ported at 42c. There have been arrivals 
of 6000 Truxillo, half of which were sold on 
private terms. The balance is held at 25c. 
Previous to this arrival the market was bare 
of stock. Jaborandi leaves are scarce, firm, 
and tending higher. Sennas are in good de- 
mand and firmly held, 


Roots. 

Trading in this department has been of an 
extremely limited character since our last, 
and we find very little in the way of news to 
present. Prices generally may be written 
steady, no very important changes having 
occurred within the week. Ipecac is 
in good demand, and we get sales of 
1,000 lbs at $2@2 10, as to quality and 
quantity. Jalap is very firm and seems to be 
wanted. We hear ot sales of about 8,000 ]bs on 
private terms, which reduces the present 
available stock to very small proportions. 
Nothing is offered below 25@27c, this repre- 
senting the range of quotatiuns as to holder 
and quality. Of Honduras sarsaparilla we 
note sales of 25 bales of a prime brand for ex- 
port at full prices. The market remains firm. 
Sales of 20 bales Mexican are reported at 914c, 
the general quotations remaining 932@93{c, as 
to quantity, quality and holder. 


Shellac. 

The upward movement in shellac continues 
and the market is still in an active and some- 
what excited condition. Cables received from 
London to-day report that the sale there went 
off atan advance of 3 tots. In this market 
there have been salen of some 3,000 cases dif- 
ferent marks, fully one-half being D. C., but 
the prices realized were not made public. The 
London deliveries during the month o! May 
amounted to 5,700 cases, reducing the stock 
by 1,000 cases. The London stock now reaches 
the unusually small total of 38,000 cases. It is 
reported that the Caicutta shipments for May 
were very light. Reports regarding the stic- 
lac crop are of an unfavorable character. The 
market here closes very strong, with an up- 
ward teudency, the latest quotation being 
26@28c for D. C., 28@24c for V. 8. O. and Octa- 
gon B., 21@22c tor 8. D., 20@2Ic for 8. 8., and 
19@20c for T. N. and Garnet. Diamond I. is 
not offered on the spot and stock of this mark 
to arrive is held at 22c, but there is none 
offering for shipment sooner than September.

As is usual when a holiday intervenes, trade 
ig more or less affccted; whether the dullness 
which has prevailed in the chemical market 
during the past week can be attributed to 
this cause would, we are inclined to think, be 
rather a stretch of theimagination. Certainly 
the moath does not open with any “hurrah 
for chemicals.” The early closing of the glass 
factories curtails the demand for spot goods, 
while few contracts are being made for next 
fire. Our Liverpool notes gives an interesting 
account of chemicals in that quarter, which is 
worthy of close attention. Bleach and caustic 
are both firmer, though not quotably any 
higher, even though the output has been re- 
duced. Brimstone continues to drop, while 
nitrate of soda is easier. The acid committee 
are still at work on their plan of consolida- 
tion. The other articles on the list show 
few changes, as noted below. In speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market, under date 
Muy 22d, Messrs. P. R. McQuie & Son say: 
“The course of business has been interrupted 
by the Whitsuntide holidays; but the short 
rest has had a beneficial effect upon our chem- 
ical market, which has apparently recovered 
from its late listless condition, and has afforded 
considerable gratification to the salesmen of 
the United Alkali Company. Clearing out re- 
sellers has been a weary process, but it is now 
nearly completed—sufficiently so, indeed, to 
liven up the order department of the Union. 
Soda ash has been favored with some inquiry; 
80, also, causticsoda. Bleaching powder, how- 
ever, has received the chief attention of 
buyers, and stocks are being materially re- 
duced. This freshening up of demand, simul- 
taneously with the temporary stoppage of 
nearly all the works,has put bleach into a much 
sounder position, and it is not likely that the 
Union directors will again lose control of this 
article, which they now hold well in hand. 
We quote to-day: Bleaching powder, £7 per 
ton, f.0.b., hard wood, net cash, with a good 
business doing. Soda ash in better demand, 
but the following quotations must be looked 
upon as nominal: Ammonia alkali, 584 £6@6 108 
per ton net cash.

Caustic soda ash, 48%, is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand both for spot and for 
g0ods on way, at 1 55@1 60 as to brand, quan- 
tity and holder. In speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of May 20th, Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co. say: “Although the Whitsun- 
tide holidays have interfered with the home 
trade, there is a better demand, principally 
for caustic soda and bleaching powder from 
America. There is no change in prices, which 
are well maintained. The present restriction 
in make of caustic soda and bleaching powder 
will no doubt help to steady the market, al- 
though it must not be expected to do much 
more than this. Soda ash; Only the special 
brands are inquired for, while the commoner 
qualities are neglected.

Con- 
sequently holders will have to incure fur- 
ther expense.by storing, unless they offer inu- 
Gucements enough for buyers to purchase in 
anticipation tor next fire and carry them 
over, this they are not likely to do, for the 
reason they are already contracted ahead, and 
their shipments will be along in time to meet 
their demands. For B. M. there has been only 
@ moderate demand with several small sales 
reported at 155c for future while for spot 
goods this has been shaded, The arrivals of 
higb test B. M. have been ample to meet all 
current demands which at the moment are 
light. The market closes dull at 1 45c nominal 
for both spot or forward. The other makes 
of high test alkalies are slow of sale owing 
to the free arrivals to hand which are being 
pressed lively on the market at 140c rather 
than store, with bids under this figure solic- 
ated for round lots. 

Caustic soda, 60%, has not been active, though 
more inquiry is noted for future shipments 
during the past day or so than has been the 
case for several weeks past.

Agricultural Value of Ammonium 

Salts. 


P. Wagner being commissioned to investi- 
gate the efficiency of nitrogen in ammonium 
sulphate and in Chili saltpeter on different 
soils and also to inquire to what extent, in 
what direction and upon what soils the effici- 
ency of ammonium sulphate as a manure can 
be raised by simultaneous applications of lime 
or marlor “Thomas” slag, instituted numer- 
ous field and pot experiments. The former, 
under the control of Marcker, have indicated 
that the action of ammonium sulphate on 
barley, oats and sugar beet can be augmented 
by simultaneous calcareous manurings, a 
point confirmed by Mr. Wagner’sexperiments, 
especially as regards soils deficient in lime, In 
such cases, even when lime, either alone or 
when used with nitrate, has little or no action, 
ita beneficial effect with ammonium salts is, 
nevertheless, manifest. Marcker’s experi- 
ments also show that, on an average, ammoni- 
acal nitrogen is less active than nitric 
nitrogen, this heing more marked witk 
barley, potatoes and sugar beet. Mr. Wagner 
has also confirmed this view for certain soils, 
and, attributing the inactivity of ammoniacal 
nitrogen to the lack of fixed bases in ammo-

Method of Preparation of Pare 


Phosphoric Acid. 


A known quantity of pure calcium phos- 
phate is gradually added to a slight excess of 
pure dilute hydrofluoric acid, contained in a 
leaden or platinum vessel, the mixture being 
well stirred after each addition. An ener- 
getic action takes place and considerable heat 
isevolved, Whenall the calclum phosphate 
has been added, the high temperature of the 
mixture must be maintained for some time 
in order to complete the reaction. After the 
removal by filtration of the calcium fluoride 
which is formed, the solution of phosphoric 
acid isevaporated. At the point when the 
solution commences te become viscid, the ex- 
cess of hydrofluoric acid used is volatilized. 
The evaporation is continued until a thick 
syrup, containing 60-70 per cent. of phosphoric 
anhydride, is obtained. Meta-and pyrophos- 
phoric acids may be prepared by further con- 
tinuing the evaporation and heating. 

The various calcium salts of phosphoric acid 
described by Erlenmeyer may be readily pre- 
pared by adding hydrofluoric acid to a large 
excess of calcium phosphate, and, after mix- 
ing well, dissolving out with warm water the 
acid salts produced. Impure phosphates, 
such as bone-ash, may be used for the prepar- 
ation of phosphoric acid, provided that the 
resultant acid, after being evaporated to car. 
bonize the organic matters present, is diluted 
with water, filtercd and again evaporated.— 
Compt. Rend. 
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Chioral-Phenol and Phenol Camphor. 

Chloral has the property, when rubbed with 
certain bodies, such as camphor, of forming 
th rewith syrup liquids. With phenol (abso- 
lute carbolic acid) it also Hquéfies, and a prep- 
aration composed of equal parts of phenol 
and chloral is used in medicine for allaying 


toothache, as well as for its antiseptic proper- 
ties. A recent study by Fabini,says the Chem- 
ist and Druggist, shows that chloral-phenol 
possesses the odor and taste of its constitu- 
ente,and when applied to the skin produces 
inflammation, and an eruption of small blis- 
tere. It isa colorless and clear liquid, having 
asp. gr. at 20° C. of 1°289, so that it sinks in an- 
hydrous glycerine. It is soluble in alcohol, 
acetic acid, amy!-alcohol, eforoform, carbon 
bisulphide and glycerine, as well as in ether 
when slightly warmed. It is only partially 
soluble in petroleum ether, and benzine only 
dissolves a little of the fluid, and, what is dis- 
solved is chioral-phenol. Fabini tested the

anstbesia. It may be employed for disinfec- 
ting surgical instruments, and as woo] and 
gauze for wound dressing. It is soluble in al- 


cohol, ether and oils, but notin water or gly- 
cerine. Menthol, cocaine, salicylic acid, iodo- 
form, chloral hydrate, and mercuric chloride 
are so!uble in phenol camphor.

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New Proximate Principals and Deriva- 
tives. 


Two new alkaloids from Cevadille, recently 
discovered and isolated by E. Merck, are by 
him named Sabadine and Sabadinine respec- 
tively, and described as follows : 


Both these new alkaloides differ physiologic- 
ally from veratrine, crystallized, Merck,—as 
well as from the amorphous veratrine of the 
pharmacopceias,—in regard to sternutatory 
effect ; which is far weaker in sabadine than 
in veratrine, and is totally abeent in sabadin- 
ine. 


Both are crystalline and yield crystalline 
salts. 


Both are characterized by the peculiar 
property of not precipitating from cold solu- 
tions of their salte, when these are decom- 
posed by the addition of ammonia, alkalis, or 
alkaline carbonates, but remaining in solu- 
tion until slightly heated, whereupon they 
drop out in flococuli. 

Sabadine alkaloid—C,,H,,NO,—may be pre- 
pared conveniently from its pitrate. The 
latter, in ite crude state, melts and decom- 
poses at 32° C.; but, when it hus been recrys- 
tallized from its aqueous solution, this point is 
raised to 308°C. Furtherattempts at purifica- 
tion by recrystallization do not affect ite melt- 
ing point. The alkaloid, having been isolated 
from the salt, thus purified, by solution of 
caustic soda, is withdrawn from its aqueous 
solution by means of ether. When freshly 
isolated it is fairly soluble in ether; and,upon 
the slow evaporation of the latter it orystal- 
liges, in part, in the form of short needles

oelain-like mass of crystalline structure, 
paving the above mentioned definite 
melting point. No varnish-like modification 
was observed with this solvent. Upon very 
slow evaporation of the alcohol, the alkaloid 
n well-tormed crystals. 

Sabadine dissolves with difficulty in ligroin, 
and separates therefrom in white, amorphous- 
jooking flakes. It dissolves casily in acetone, 
and remains as @ colorless varnish on evapora- 
tion. Concentrated sulphuric acid produces 
at first a yellowish color with greenish fluor- 
esoence ; the latter disappears gradually,while 
the color changes to blood-red, and later to 
violet. Concentrated nitrate acid has no ap- 

t effect on the alkaloid. 

Sabadine hydrochlorate—C,,H,,NO,.HC1+2 
,0—crystallizes from water in white, slender 
needles, which dissolve with comparative diffi- 
culty inthe same solvent. It loses its water 
of orystallization at 101° C. blackens toward 
#0° CO. and melts with decomposition at about 
262-284° C. 

Sabadine hydrobromate forms in stratified 
layers of white plates which are rather diffi- 
culty soluble in cold water; it turns brown at 
about 136° C (266 F,] and cakes at a somewhat 
higher temperature, without exhibiting any 
definite melting point. 

Sabadine nitrate—C,, H;, N O,.H N O,—crs- 
stallizes from wate: in small,fine,white needles 
soluble in 131 parts of water at 13° C., and in 50 
parts of boiling; meits, with decomposition, 
as above stated (at 3u8° C.) 

Sabadine sulphate forms most frequently in 
white, apparently amorphous masses; more 
rarely in stratified, limpid plates. It is freely 
soluble in water. 

Sabadine hydrochlorate and gold tri-chlo- 
ride—C,,H,, NO,HCI.AuC),—precipitates from 
an alcoholo-aqueous solution (equal parts 
water and alcoho)) of sabadine hydro chlorate 
upon the addition of gold tri-chloride, in 
mostly spherical, fleecy uggregations of fine 
yellow needles. It is difficultly soluble in 
water,and cannot be recrystal'ized without 
undergoing decomposition; it loses its color at 
about 135° C., and decomposes gradually 
above that temperature. If gold tri-chloride 
be added to a plain solution of the alkaloid in 
hydrochloric acid, the double salt precipitates 
inanamorphousform. In this condition it 
dissolves on!y with difficulty in boiling water 
containing hydrochloric acid, and recrystal- 
lies therefrom only after considerable time— 

$ to 4 days—in compact, cauliflower shaped 
masees, 

Sabadinine — (,,H,4s;NOx (?) — was obtained 
pure from its sulphate—likewise by means of 


ether; 
wp C. 
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caustic soda solution, and was withdrawn 
from the aqueous solution by repeated 
shaking with ether and chloroform, The 
alkaloid is difficultly soluble in ether; it 
crystallizes therefrom—if allowed to stand 
undisturbed in covered, cylindrical vesselsa— 
in the form of long, filaform needles, grouped 
in heaps, bearing closest resemblance to mold 
fungus colonies. 


Sabadinine is fairly soluble in water: from 
which it is most readily withdrawable by 
chloroform. Sabadinine has no definite melt- 
ing point; it begins to cake above 160° C., and 
gradually decomposes at a higher tempera- 
ture. Concentrated sulphuric acid produces 
a persistent blood-red color with it ;while con- 
centrated nitric acid occasions no preceptible 
change. 

Sabadinine can also be recrystallized from 
chloroform and from acetone. It is but 
poorly soluble in ligroin: it precipitates 
therefrom in white. apparently amorphous 
flakes. It is very freely soluble in alcohol. 


Sabadinine hydrochl orate.—C,,H4,NO,.H- 
Ci+5 H,O (?)—forms well-defined crystals, 
which contain water of crystallization, and 
are pretty easily soluble in water. 

Sabadinine sulphate.—C,,;,H,,NO,.H,80,+3 
H,0(?) —is in the form of white needles; hy- 
groscopic, and soluble in 16% parts of water at 
100°C, and in 38% parts at 12°C. Ofits3 mole- 
cules of water of crystallization, half a mole- 
cule is surrendered at 104°C,—the rest at a 
higher temperature. 

Sabadinine bydrochlorate and gold tri-chlo- 
ride—C,,;H,,;NO,HCI.AuC), (?)—is best ob- 
tained by adding gold tri-chloride to an 
alcoholo-aqueous solution of sabadinine chlo- 
ride ; after a sbort while the double salt pre- 
cipitates in beautiful, glossy yellow leaflets, 
which turn brown at 160°C, and decompose 
gradually at asomewhat higher temperature. 

—The special physiological properties of 
these two new cevadilla alkaloids are in pro- 
cess of investigation.— Merks Bulletin.
